The Bulletin to-day is in a position 
to awnounce that within a few days 
between two and three thousand men 
will be required at Edmonton and the 
countty to the west of the city in 
confection with construction work on 
the Grand Trunk Pacific. 

Work is to be started at once upon 
the contract awarded for the 125 miles 
west of the city, It is held by the 
firm of Foley Bros, & Larson, or as 
it is known since the death of Mr, 
Larson, Foley, Welsh & Stewart. 

John Stewarty of the firm, is now 
on the way from the coast, and upon 
his arrival here will proceed at once 


to the work on the right of way. Mr. 
Stewart has been .looking over the 
right of way for 100 miles east of 


Prince Rupert, upon which the firm 
will also be asked to tender shortly. 

T. J. Fettgr, the “walking boss,” 8Q 
to speak, of the contractors, is also in 
the city, and this morning proceeded 
to the west. He will return here to- 
wards the end of the week. 

Will Outfit Camps. 

The first work will consist in get 
ting the supplies, and building the 
necessary camps, For such work the 
present weather presents ideal facili- 
ties, 

Sub-contracts have also been let fo: 
clearing the right ot way, The heavi- 
est part is the last eighty miles of the 
contract. This land is covered with 
timber and Dan Baker has received 
the sub-contract for clearing this sec- 
tion, The remainder will be done by 
men living in the vicinity, 

fdmonton will be the base of sup- 
plies for the work, and the coming 
season promises to be the best that 
the city has yet experienced. 

The Tie Contracts. 

Tie contracts have also been let for 
ties to cover the entire 125 miles, The 
bie contracts have been awerded as 
follows: 

Carruthers & Round, 100,000 ties. 

McPhee, Bros, & Hislop, 100,000 
ties. 

H. A. Calder, 200,000 ties. 

A number of smaller contracts have 
also been awarded ‘to millmen, ete, 

These ties are to be delivered along 
the line of the railway. They are to 
consists of tamarac, jackpine and 
spruce, They will be delivered during 
the spring and summer months ?up 
till next July, The present contract 
will afford more than enough ties to 
place steel along. the entire 125 miles 
west of Edmonton.

Iditor Bulletin, 

Sir,—We have received a letter from 
the Trades and Labor Council of Kd- 
toonton, its import being that the 
dmonton Theatre will be. boycotted 
unless we employ their orchestra in 
accordance with the ruling Jaid down 
by the Musical association, 

In justice to ourselved, we wish it 
to be made known that the business 
done at the Kdmonton Opera House 
does not Warrant our putting in an 
orchestra regularly, Jn many in- 
stances, our net receipts have not 
been sufficient to cover our running 
expenses. Jf we tack on to this a 
sum in the neighborhood of $75 4 
week for an orchestra, it simply means 
that we will have to run our theatre 
at a loess, 

The Calgary union dors not force 
ua to use an orchestra here unless we 
fee] that we can afiord it. In Edmon- 
ton they say we must take Bo many 
pieces at the 76e scale, and so many 
at the $1 scale, regardless of the fact 
whether we do any business or not. 
The orchestra that has been supplied 
there has not been able to handie the 
musical specialities of some of the at- 
tractions that we have produced in 
that house, Nor do we think that 
they themselves would undertake to 
put on the musie for a repertoire of 
musical comedies comic operas 
where the bill was changed five or 
six times a week, which is necessary 
tor the orchestra to do where they 
ioree the management to accept their 
ervices, 

We do not desire to conflict in any 
way with the union, nor do we wish 
to reduce their seale of prices, but we 
simply cannot afford to use them for 
every attraction that we put on in the 
opera house, We would thank: you 
if you would publish this letter, so 
that our theatre patrons may know 
exactly our position in this matter, 
and to aasure them that we will al-

360 MILE SWIM. 


Captain Graham Plans to Swim From 
j Niagara Falls to Montreal. 

Toronto, Jan, 18.—Captain Carlisle 
D. Graham, of Wilmington, Del., whe 
famed as the “hero of Niagara,’ 
because of his feat in passing through 
the rapids and whirlpool of the fath 
in a cask back in July, 1886, is plarm- 
ing another long swim He intends 
to start at Niagara Falls and = swin 
down the St. Lawrence river, cross 
ing Lake Ontario, thirty-six miles 
away, the final landing place being 
designated at Mottreal, That wil 
mean a total of 360 miles to cover, and 
he intends to average about ten hours 
a day in the water, covering apprexs 
mately fifteen miles in the time. 

During the crossing of the lake, 
however, Captain. Graham reckons 
that he will have to be in the wate, 
for twenty. hours. He will start train 
ing in June, and though fifty-seven 

ears old, he is confident that he wil 

» able to negotiate the full distance. 

“The start will be made,” says Cap- 
tain Graham, “from a point abou 
half a mile below the falls. I shall 
wear a rubber life-preserver and 4 
boat will accompany me. I must 
pass through the Niagara whirlpoo 
and four rapids in my swim. Twe 
of these rapids will prove a great un 
dertaking. One of the, the Long Soo 
near Cornwall, Ont, is six miles 
long, and the Lachine Rapids, in the 
St. Lawrence River, are still worse 
The boat is not to join me until 1 
reach Lewiston, about seven mile 
from the falls. 

“From Youngstown, N.Y., I shal. 
start my thirty-six mile swim across 
Lake Ontario, I dread that, not be 
cause of the distance, but because the 


lake is very rough so much of the 
time. It will probably take mm 
twenty hours to get across, and J 


sliall have to stay in the water and 
keep apart from the boat all thar’ 
time. 

“While in the water I will be fed on 
beef tea and other liquid nourishment 
If I succeed in eroasing Lake Ontaric 
without breaking Iny swim I shal 
proceed down the lake from Toronto 
until I reaeh Kingston. Here | shal 
enier the St. Lawrence river, and, 
passing through the Thousand Is 
lands, | shall make my way to Mont 
real, the end of my trip. I shoul 
like to make the swim in thirty days 
If things go as I hope [ shall mak: 
an attempt to swim the English Chan 
nel, Although I have been abroac 
forty-six times I have never tried it.’

The General Manager then spoke as 
follows: — 
GENERAL MANAGER'S ADDRESS. 

We have come to the close of a year 
unprecedented in the history of, fin» 
ancial stringency, and as it was world- 
wide in effect we in Canada have not 
escaped from the results of our own 
great expansion in trade, and the in- 
evitable contraction: of credit which 
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While Canadians have taken a ne- 
tural pride in the great growth of their 
foreign trade, which has increased 
from $257,168,000 in 1897 to $617,944,- 
000 in 1907, some remark has seemed 
necessary each year upon the large 
excess in our imports. For the year 
ending midsummer 1906 the two had 
so approximated that the excess of 
imports was only $37,680,000 in a 
foreign trade of $550,854,000, but for 
the year ending midsummer 1907 we 
have an excess in imports of $101,601,- 
000, our exports being but litte larger 
than for the previous year, while our 
imports are about $65,000,000 more. 
The first three months following mid- 
summer 1907, showed no tendency 
towards improvement. We cannot 
build a third transcontinental railroad 
in addition to providing for the large 
growth of older railroad systems; we 
cannot take care of an enormous and 
unprecedented inflow of immigrants; 
and we cannot build up new towns 
and cftfes by the bundred, witheut 
largely increasing our purchases as 
compared with what we have to sell. 
This is what we mean by mortgaging 
our future. After We make allowance 
for the wealth brought in by the immi- 
grants themsel¥es,,and by the many 
men with capital Who ome, mainly 
from the United States, to establish 
industries or to become merchants or 
important farmers, the total of which 
must be very large Indeed, the greater 
part of the sum required to liquidate 
this excess of imports must be obtain- 


ed from the sase of our securities 
abroad. The raijroad., corporations 
provide their sh lund generally in 


advance of its expenditure, but our 


towns and cities “have of late years | 


sold their bonds so~readtly that they 
have not hesitated to spend money in 
very, large sums on improvements, 
the Bonds for which! cannot as a rule 
be legally issued until the work is 
completed.

The scarcity of money arises from 
various causes. Roughly speaking, if 
one man wishes to borrow, another 
man must have saved in a shape 
ready for investment. If the world is 
in a debt-payipg and therefore also a 
saving mood, it wil! set aside annually 
more savings than are needed; and 
if the world’s trade is e sanding and 
profitable, and extrav’ .ace is there- 
fore genéral, the reverse will be the 
case, One great French economist 
has endeavoured tc state the condi- 
tions of the world as they existed in 
1906.

$3,250,000,000, and (he world’s savings

there was therefore ah enormous de- 
ficiency, and however near this may 
be to the actual facts, it illustrates in 
a forcible way what the world is try- 
ing to do, and why interest rates have 
risen and the prices of all securities, 
no matter how cxcellent, have fallen, 
When we look at ordinary commercial 
banking operations ¢ connected with 
the production and movement of com- 


modities, we must realize that as 
againet an inercased ld supply and 
the increased credit made possible 


thereby, there have been two factors 
tending to increase the load of credit 
to be carried. Virst..a great increase 
in the quantity or number of articles 
of merehandise to be carried, and, 
second, a great increase in the price 
of almost all articles.

dairying has been developed this is 
abundantly clear, and we are glad to 
know that in many parts, particularly 
in Alberta, where mixed farming is 
more general, the farmer is able him- 
self to use profitably all his damaged 
grain crops, 

It would also be well if the farmers 
of these provinces would consider the 
value of raising their own poultry. 
The money paid out by the farmer 
who grows grain alone, for many of 
the necessaries of life which he could 
produce on his own farm, such as 
butter, eggs, poultry and pork, may 
seem, when he is prosperous, a small 
matter; but prosperous or not the loss 
to his province is very serious, and 
socuer or later it may be serious to 
him Individually. 

So far as the payment of debts is 
concerned, collections are good or bad 
in accordance with local crop condi- 
tions, but better as a whole than might 
have been expected. 

Naturally these lessened results from 
agricultural and pastoral work, accom- 
panied by dear money, have caused a 
curtailment ia building of every kind, 
and this again will, aa in the Mast, re- 
sult in a much smaller cut of lumber 
in all districts relying on the prairie 
provinces for their market. This is 
from several points of view highly de- 
sirable. The cost of production was 
reaching dangerous figures, even 
though justified by the market prices 
and while curtailment of building is as 
imperatively necessary in Canada as 
elsewhere in the worid if we are to 
get the money market into an easy 
condition again, it was inevitable if 
the high prices of labor and maierial 
continued, 

While it is not practicable to ascer- 
tain how many new settlers entered 
the Prairie Provinces, the immigration 
into all Canada for 1907, with the last 
month or so estimated, 
000, of which about 210,000 are English- 
speaking people, This is a large gain 
over 1906, and whether immigration is 
how to be checked or not, thr, settlers 
of the last few years in the Northwest 
will largely aid the future prosperity 
of Canada after they get through their 
first few years of pioneering. land 
sales and homestead entries are, of 
course, somewhat less in number, but 
the average price for land sold is 


than wheat, and about two-thirds of 
the crop is of the lower grades. 

After a winter of severity, greater 
than had been known for a quarter of 
a century, the farmers succeeded, al- 
though a month later than for many 
years, in sowing an acreage as large 
as that of 1906, The growing season 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta was all 
that could be desired, but in southern 
Manitoba the rainfall was quite insuffi- 
cient; s0 that, barring frost, it seemed 
as if the two western Provinces would 
show excellent results and Manitoba 
would disappoint us. But frost came 
to the late-sown crops and did an 
amount of damage hardly recognized 
at the time, so that in the end Mani- 
toba, where conditions had improved, 
and southern Alberta, produced the 
best crops both in quality and quan- 
lity. ¢ 

Apart from the peculiarities of the 
crop of 1907, the difficulties of market. 
ing the crop have been so pronounced 
and have caused so much discussion in 
the newspapers, that it may be well to 
refer frankly to some of them. The 
farmers blame the grain dealers as to 
| prices, both farmers aad dealers blame 
the railroads as to car supply and for 
tne first time in the history of the 
Norih-West the banks have found it 
difficull, because of the many demands 
by borrowers, to release the money 
necessary to carry the grain to mar- 

ket, One might think from some re- 
jcent criticisms that these difficulties 
had never been heard of before, 
whereas they have accompanied 
the marketing of grain and cot- 
ton in the United States from 
{time to time, through the entire his- 
tory of its settlement. We have been 
| proceeding upon the assumption that 
‘the railroads can carry to the point of 
lake navigation al] the grain the farm. 
ers choose to market in the few weeks 
j between threshing and the close of 
lake traffic, and that the banks can not 
only take care of this, but also find the 
money for the entire balance of the 
crop as the farmer chovses to sell it 
during the winter, and await the liqui- 
dation of such advances in the late 
spring or early summer. Now we may 
us well recognize the fact that when 
the crop is materially larger, both

grain and cotton crops of the United 
States have been moved largeiy by

| Of late years in the United States 
j dealers have been able to move the 
grain crops without much outside as- 
sistance, but not the cotion crop, and 
this is really because the point of con- 
sumption for most of the grain is now 
at home and not in Europe, while a 
great part of the cotton crop is still 
sold in Europe. We are a young 
ecotntry, with little accumulated capi- 
tal relatively to our wants, and, like 
the United States of twenty or thirty 


must remember that if the opportunity 
for labor in other fields declines for a 
time throughout the world, many will, 
as in similar past experiences, go back 
to the land. Any decline in home- 
steading is partly due to the increas- 
ing difficuity of getting land near to 
railroads; indeed, it is surprising how 
far settlers are willing to go, counting 
upon the railroad coming to them in 
the mear future. Prospectors are even 
going into the Peace River country, 
and before long it will be difficult to 
avoid opening it up for active settle- 
ment, 

After several years of abundant 
crops, we have to record a year in 
which in several parts of the North- 
west the farmers’ results are quite un- 
satisfactory, but as a whole the coun- 
try will receive a very large sum for 
its products, and the general result to 
the three provinces will still represent 
prosperity although on a diminished 
seale. Expansion for the moment will 
be checked, extravagance in expendi- 
ture, even where there is no actual 
diminution of income, will be changed 
to economy, stocks of goods will be 
lessened instead of persistently in- 
creased, and generally we shall have a 
time of debt paying instead of debt 
creating.

SOME OF THE HARNESS WINNERS. 


Thirteen trotters out of more than 150 
to get into the money on the Grand Cir- 
cuit won $5,000 or over, one more than 
last year and three of them were higher 
than the big money winner of 1906, Nut- 
boy, 2.07 1-4, at $19,172. Sonoma Girl 
heads the winning owners for two seas- 
ons. Miss Katherine L. Wilks’s Ken- 
fucky Todd, winner of the two-year-old 
Kentucky Futurity of 1906, although ho 
cut his mark to 2.08 3-4, was not of the 
thirteen, yet garnered $4,000, His win 
at Columbus, ia which Fantasy’s 1893 
world record for trotters of three years 
had been equalled for the first time and 
General Watts turned the tables in the 
Futurity on the Canadian colt and in 
the Kentucky Stakes reduced the world’s 
record to 2.06 34, 

At Libertyville in July Highball gain- 
ed the trotting record for a green gelding 
at 2.06 14, previously held by Lord Derby 
2.07, but the defeated Sonoma Girl at 
the samo _k two weeks dater beat 
Highball in 2.06 1-2, 2.08, 2.07, This was 
tho fastest three heats ever trotted by a 
green performer. The mare won again 
at Detroit in 2.06 1-4, after Highball had 
taken the first heat in 2.07 1-2 and at 
Cleveland and Buffalo added further 
laurels to her crown, 

At Ploughkeepsie Watson, 2.07 1-4, de- 
feated Sonoma Girl and Miss Lotta Crab- 
tree bought her for $26,000. Bad luck 
seomed to have followed the change to 
McHenry’s driving, for Tempus Tugit 
and Highball beat Sonoma Girl at Read- 
ville.
